The evening Brown became a 
killer started routinely. Returning 
to his uncle’s house from a local bar 
at 1:30 a.m., he stumbled upon a 


| group of friends in the kitchen. 
| That's when he and Sean Marchiori— 


one of his distant cousins—rekindled 
a beef that had been stewing for 
several months. Brown and his 
friends liked to talk trash and 
Marchiori often taunted Brown 
about looking like ‘N Sync’s Lance 
Bass—a fact that would later be 
played up in newspaper accounts 
of the shooting and trial. 

For some reason, on this night, 
the feud between Brown and 


_ Marchiori escalated. Brown dropped 
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Marchiori with one punch, but it 
didn’t end there. Marchiori found 
backup in the form of 260-pound 
Eric Acosta. As Brown explains 
it, the two approached him outside 
the house and began shouting 
threats. Acosta appeared to be 
hiding something behind his back. 
“You think you're tough, little 
man?” Brown remembers being 
asked. “You won't be so tough when 
Icut you up.” 

Brown wasn't about to fight 
someone with a knife. He tried to 


run, » but A Acosta was on top of him. 
When Brown broke free and ran 
inside, he was confronted by his irate 
uncle, who accused him of looking 
for a fight. Brown was ordered to 

get out of the house until he cooled 
down. Before going, he looked out 
the door to see if Acosta was lurking. 

“T didn’t see him anywhere and 
figured he was waiting to jump me,” 
Brown says. Remembering his gun 
in the garage, he retrieved the piece 
and stowed it in his pocket. “T felt 
Thad the right to protect myself,” 
he says. “I wasn’t going to have 
someone cut me up.” 

Beneath Brown’s bluster, 
however, lay real fear. “My heart 
pounded and my adrenaline 
surged,” he says. When he saw 
Acosta leap out of the shadows, he 
turned to fire the gun. “It was all 
a blur,” Brown recalls. “It was like 
it wasn’t happening to me, like I 
was watching somebody else.” 
Friends and family members quickly 
gathered, shrieking with horror. 

“T remember coming back to reality 
when I heard my aunt whisper in 
my ear, ‘What did you just do?” 

Brown ran to his car and took 
off. After driving slowly around 
nearby subdivisions trying to clear 
his mind, he stopped to make the 
phone call to his father, then 
realized he had to turn himself in. 
“When I walked into the police 
station, my aunt was there and 
she started crying,” Brown recalls. 
“T just went blank.”

about it,” Brown says, once again 
behind the wheel of his cramped 
Grand Am. “I can be having a good 
time, then all that shit just pops 
into my head.”

“Like 
something is about to happen, 
but you don’t know what.” 
Brown moved back to Grand 
Rapids after his acquittal and has 
been trying to put his life back 
together. He works part-time 
stocking vitamins at a GNC store so

he can pay back the $50,000 he 
owes his dad for the legal bills. The 
trial dragged on for 14 months, with 
Brown facing the possibility of 99 
years in prison. Although he ended

up spending only five days in jail 
after turning himself in, the 
experience was nonetheless 
devastating. “For the first few days 
after he got out of jail, he slept next 
to me in bed,” Fred Brown recalls. 
“All night he’d be touching me to 
make sure I was there.” In the 
morning when Fred would try to 
wake him, Rick would often fly into 
a panic, convinced he was still 
locked up. “You wake up thinking, 
‘Am I dreaming I escaped?” Brown 
says. “You've got so much in your 
mind it’s hard to know what's real.” 

Meanwhile, those close to 
Brown worry that he’s carrying an 
enormous load of guilt. A psychi- 
atrist told Fred Brown to look 
for changes in his son’s behavior 
that might be brought on by such 
a traumatic event in Rick’s life. 
“They asked us to watch him 
closely,” Fred says. 

Acosta’s family has repeatedly 
declined to speak with the press 
about the loss of their son, but they 
did show up in court to see the face 
of his killer. “I took a father and 
mother’s son,” Brown says. “I had to 
sit there and look into their eyes.” 

Brown is convinced that God or 
karma will find some way to even 
the score. Especially haunting is 
this: Despite what Brown swears he 
remembers, no other witnesses 
recall having seen Acosta with a 
knife that night and police were 
unable to find one at the scene. 

“T don't know what I deserve,” 
says Brown, his eyes fixed on the 
road. “But it seems like something 


bad is going to happen to me.” FHM

an uncanny drive to compete and 
win despite his physical setbacks— 
qualities shared by another four- 
legged legend named Seabiscuit. 
Once that mettle was tested on the 
track, it became apparent that 
Ripley was born to race. 

Ripley was virtually unstoppable, 
at one stretch amassing 50 wins in 
61 starts. Unlike other dominating 
winners, he didn’t break fast out of 
the gate, but instead would wait 
until he rounded the first corner 
before kicking it into high gear to 
dust the other dogs. Ripley's speed 
was virtually unparalleled in dog 
racing—he easily outclassed most of 
his greyhound competitors, which 
can run at up to 45 mph. “He wasn’t 
a dog, he was a horse,” recalls long- 
time race fan William Vinson. “We 
started calling him the Big Horse.” 

When Ripley ran awkwardly and 
then finished an unexpected fifth 
place in a race in August 2002, 
however, Field knew something was 
wrong. An X-ray would reveal a 
chipped bone in his front right leg— 
an injury that abruptly ended his 
racing career. Though Ripley's days 
of victory on the track were over, 
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at the same time a new, enviable 
life was just beginning. 


Despite being born with only one 
descended testicle, Ripley possesses 
the hottest dog-juice in the dog- 
racing industry, which still rakes in 
hundreds of millions even though 
business has dropped as much as 

45 percent in the last decade. Each 
“extraction” produces four vials 

of sperm, which are sold to eager 
dog breeders hoping to spawn a 
record-breaker of their own—at 
$1,000 a pop. And when it’s time for 
extraction, the Ripper doesn’t even 
have to lift a paw. Every couple of 
weeks, he’s whisked to a veterinarian 
for a happy ending. Field bluntly 
explains the delicate process: “They 
put a bitch in front of him and then 


| jack him off.” Already Ripley has 


been studded more than 150 times, 
fathering at least a few hundred 
offspring. With any luck, one Ripley 
Junior will emerge to tear up the 
tracks and bring in the bettors like 
his pop once did. 

Until then, greyhound fans have 
to content themselves with the 
knowledge that a new champion of 
Ripley's caliber has to come—it just 
may take a while. For now, Robert 
Armiger will continue to place his 
bets and, every now and then, 
imagine the life his hero must be 
leading. “Ripley's a big stud now,” 
Armiger says, nudging FHM in the 
ribs. “He gets all the ladies.” Or, at 
least, a friendly hand.
